SKIDDING, the dread of motorUU. can be 
rendered relatively harmlea.s by observance of

The first rule la. Release the brakes Imme­ 
diately. and the second 
Steer In the direction 
of the skid. 
"The brakes

The effect, however, 
may continue. 
The remedy for It la to steer 
iii the direction of the skid 
"This advice Is generally given in connection 
with overcoming skidding, but it is not clear to 
many just what is m eant by 'steering Into the 
skid ' 
It means simply that lf the rear wheels 
- Me to the right—a.*- they often do— the front 
♦ if the car should be steered in that direction 
Or, if the rear wheels slip to the left —as they 
rr ay do lf that brake happens to be 'aking the 
greater portion of the pressure 
the front wheels 
should be steered in that direction 
‘Drivers unfam iliar with 
the remedy for 
the phenom enon get the thought they must 
stop the car whereas the right thing to do Is 
■Top the skid fli-t 
The im pulse to apply the 
brakes harder when the car slide* into a tangent 
m ust be resisted for the reason th at a sm ashup 
la alm oin inevitable unless the skid is controlled " 
M otorists are warned that icy road condi­ 
tions are not the only skidding hazards* to be on 
Hie lookout for 
A wet pavem ent of any kind. 
it la pointed out, reduces the coefficient of fric­ 
tion between tires and road surface

the slop^ of the road, unequal tire pressures, a 
change in the direction of trave!. Inequality of
